SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Untitled/Video Programme No.324/Untitled/Video Programme 
No.301/Untitled\s classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct. 

Video Programme No.324 and the second of the untitled components provide a 
sustained focus on men and women urinating into one another's mouths or onto their 
bodies within a sexualised context. The act of urination is either a precursor to, or 
takes place during, sexual activity such as fellatio, cunnilingus, and vaginal intercourse. 
The sexual practice is presented as a common occurrence and not as a matter of 
curiosity, thereby giving it greater legitimacy as a normative event. 

The act of receiving urine or urinating onto another person is also presented in a 
positive context that suggests that viewers of the activity should participate in it. The 
viewer is constantly informed of the enjoyment that the various participants gain from 
participating in the experience. The viewer is informed that a better orgasm is achieved 
following urination. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in classifying 
this video recording but as s3(2) of the Films Videos, and Publications Classification 
Act 1993 is a deeming provision no further consideration has been given to the NZBR 
Act. 
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
